Appeals His Case 
To High Court

Berserk Man 
Kills 2 Cops

Richards, a retired Flint postal 
clerk, is a police prisoner at a 
hospital. He was treated for tear 
gas effects. Police said

ed. They quoted his friends as say­ 
ing he hid been deteriorating men­ 
tally since suffering a stroke in 
1948 
His wife said he had been 
under psychiatric care. 
Mrs. Richards said her husband 
became enraged during an argu­ 
ment over “ a mere nothing" and 
struck her in the face with a small 
coal shovel. She called the troop­ 
ers. 
Richards barricaded himself in 
the house. He ran from window to 
window' firing his rifle to hold off 
the troopers.

Rapping Soviet 


Russians Surprised 


By Move on Hungary 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. <JI- 
India and two other Asian neu­ 
trals, Ceylon and Indonesia, are 
backing U. N. moves to make an 
on-the-spot check in Hungary. 
The three nations, which had 
kept aloof from the Hungarian 
dispute, put in a resolution call­ 
ing 
on

Communist 
government to grant Secretary 
General Hag Hammarskjold** re­ 
quest to let in U. N. observers. 
Hungary’s puppet regime has re­ 
fused to admit U. N. political ob­ 
servers but has said it would allow 
relief supplies with U N. represen­ 
tatives to enter Hungary.

ever, it has evaded a request from 
Hammarskjold that he be admit­ 
ted as head of the relief mission.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. UR— 
Egypt was reported today to have 
the general support of U. N. Sec­ 
retary Dag Hammarskjold in its 
demand that the U. N. police force 
leave the Suez Canal zone after a 
British-French withdrawal. 
With Britain, France and Is­ 
rael standing firm in their oppo­ 
sition, U. N. diplomats were said 
to be seriously concerned over 
the delay in finding a formula 
to resolve the deadlock. 
Hammarskjold’s 
view 
of 
the 
function of the police force, based 
on his interpretation of resolutions 
adopted by the General Assembly, 
was reported to include possible 
security duty during t h e clearing 
of the blocked waterway. A U. N. 
spokesman said such “ security ar­ 
rangements" would be subject to 
negotiation. 
Egypt has demanded that Brit­ 
ain. France and Israel immedi­ 
ately withdraw their troops from 
Egyptian territory seized in their 
offensive. Britain and France have 
insisted they will pull their forces 
out of the northern third of the ca­ 
nal zone only if the positions are 
taken over by U. N. police troops. 
• • • 
ISRAEL HAS indicated 
it will 
try to hang on to the Gaza Strip 
and so far has not moved to with­ 
draw from Egypt’s Sinai Peninsu­ 
la. 
The U. N. spokesman said clear­ 
ance of the canal, blocked by the 
wreckage of two bridges and 47 
sunken ships, would be undertak­ 
en as authorized by the U.N., with 
the organization 
arranging 
with 
“a number of firms" to do the 
work. He added, “The negotiations 
for the undertaking 
might 
also 
have to cover 
security 
arrange­ 
ments." 
“The U. N. emergency force will 
carry out the functions assigned 
to it by the General Assembly for 
the supervision of the cease-fire 
and the withdrawal of the British- 
French and Israeli 
forces," 
the 
spokesman continued. 
“In so doing," he said, “the 
U. N. emergency force will con­ 
tribute to the re establishment of 
conditions in which 
the 
clear­ 
ance of the canal can be carried 
through successfully. No one can 
at present forecast exactly how 
long the operation will take." 
Earlier estimates have said the 
job may take six months.

MCMURDO SOUND, Antarctica 
(JI—Americans colonized the South 
Pole today. 
Eight Navy Seabees and ll sled 
dogs are the first residents of the 
bleak, snow-topped plateau at the 
bottom of the world, 
where the 
temperature today was 29 degrees 
below zero. 
The party landed 
just 
after 
midnight in two ski-equipped < 47 
Dakotas, Their safe arrival was 
reported by radio to U. S. air 
base HOO miles aw av on the c oast 
of Antarctica. 
The Navy men will 
set 
up 
a 
camp for American scientists who 
will spend the black antarctic win­ 
ter at the pole. Their observations 
will be part of the U. S. contribu­ 
tion to the worldwide study of the 
earth and its atmosphere during 
the 
International 
Geophysical 
Year. 
The men who landed today will

These ennnciators are v e r y 
well paid and have the additional 
advantage of being able to pro- 
jMt the,ir personalities. Such girls 
might be excellent teachers but 
probably at a tenth of the w ages 
they now receive. 
At any rate„there are so many 
ways of earning a living these 
days that the usual professions 
prove less attractive than t h e y 
did two generations ago. From a 
social standpoint, however, t h e 
new professions are of little value 
whereas teachers 
nurses, ste­ 
nographers, etc.. are essentia! to 
our lives and our welfare. 
The difficulty is that the law of 
demand and supply does n o t 
work in these fields. Teach e r s 
are wanted and needed, but tJieir 
w’ages remain low because it 
comes out of the taxpayer’s pock­ 
et and he is already taxed beyond 
endurance. So he takes the sec­ 
ond best and even w-orse rather 
than increase taxes. 
As regards o f f i c e help, too 
much preparation is required — 
and costly preparation— for just 
ordinary jobs to be attractive and 
a girl who has spent four years 
at 8 college, even if she never 
learned anything, which is a pos­ 
sibility, regards herself as super­ 
ior ind deserving of high pay.

Since I started in newspaper work 
here I have “ built” no less than 
thiec electric, or interurban rail­ 
road lines for Washington C. H. 
and the county, 


That was soon after the turn of 
the century, and prior to “ build­ 
ing” the three projected l i n e s , 
which never materialized, two oth 
ers were launched before my time 
One of the first lines was pro­ 
jected between Cincinnati and Co 
lumbus, by way of Hillsboro, and 
ties and even rails were purchased 
for the road. It was built f r o m 
Cincinnati to Hillsboro, 
It seems the promoters realized 
the proposal would take a great 
deal more money than they had 
available, and employed a local at­ 
torney to bring suit against them 
(the Interurban Co.) enj o i n i n g 
them from laying ties ana rails rn 
the streets of the city. That ended 
the project. 
A grade had been run northeast 
of the city paralleling the Columbus 
Rd., and this grade may still be 
seen just beyond the bridge over 
the North Fork of Paint Creek. 
I remember seeing ties scattered 
along the Jeffersonville road for an 
interurban line to operate between 
Washington C. II, and Springfield. 
That proposal ended with the road 
being built to South Charleston, ani 
later for years it was owned and 
operated by George W. B a k e r , 
of Washington C. H,, 
father 
of 
Damon Baker I rode on his trac­ 
tion line once from South Charles­ 
ton to Springfield, as a guest. 
George W. Baker decided to ex­ 
tend his line (known as the Spring­ 
field, South Charleston and Wash­ 
ington C. H.) to this city f r o m 
South Charleston, but was enjoined 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad from 
crossing that road at South Charles­ 
ton. A few years later he disposed 
of his line and it was abandoned. 
Then a promotor named J. N. 
Carswell, who was backed by Hen­ 
ry Hildebran!, local businessman, 
obtained a right-of-way over part 
of a projected line from Cincinnati 
to Columbus by way of Wilming­ 
ton. 
I was his guest at a big dinner 
meeting held In Wilmington when 
an English banker met the party 
with a view to financing the proj­ 
ect, but he turned it down That 
ended the Carswell line 
Another proposal was to extend 
♦hi interurban line from which op* 
c r a t e d between Cincinnati and 
Hillsboro, to Washington C. If. and 
possibly to Columbus. 
A local man. Charles Sonars, was 
interested in the venture, but it also 
fell through, and the dream of an 
electric railroad for Washington C, 
I!,, ended forever 
A half century ago the state was 
a network of interurban lines, but 
coming of the automobile wiped out 
one after another until today not a 
single interurban line exists in the 
state.

COLUMBUS, Ohio 
—It was a 
mere formality, hut 57 sports edi­ 
tors today placed upon the brow 
af Canton McKinley the Ohio high 
school f o o t b a l l championship 
frown. 


The terrific Bulldogs, leaders of 
The Associated Press poll all sea 
son, defied anyone to take their 
second straight title from them by 
blasting Massillon 34-7 in Satur­ 
day’s finale before almost 23,000 
fans. 
Of the 57 sports editors in the 
final poll, only 16 named the Mc­ 
Kinley team to the top spot. But 
no one ignored the Bulldogs, and 
in the 10-9-8 etc voting they amas­ 
sed a total of 432 poll points for a 
rousing 152 edge over second place 
Fremont 
Ross 
w h i c h 
moved 
around Mansfield’s Tygers by two 
points in the final ratings, 
A year ago McKinley had only a 
58-point edge over Massillon for 
the top spot as the Bulldogs top­ 
pled 
the 
seven-time 
champions 
from the throne. 
Saturday’* 
win 
was

Need for New 
Taxes Hanging 
Over Stale 


Officials Say Ohio 
Financial Situation 
Growing Precarious 


COLUMBUS, Ohio J*-T he need 
for new- taxes hangs heavier than 
ever over the heads of officials who 
control the state’s purse strings. 
Veteran Sen. C. Stanley Mechem. 
a Nelsonville shoe m erchant, says 
the sta te’s financial picture is so 
dark he doesn't w ant to discuss it 
The 
Senate 
Republican 
floor 
leader m ade the observation at a 
state m eeting of fellow retailers 
in 
Columbus. 
Mechem 
said 
he 
cam e to the m eeting to discuss 
the "state of the state” but de­ 
cided 
areport prepared for him 
was so dark he would keep it in 
his pocket. He talked instead about 
legislative prospects for the Jan 
uary session of the G eneral As­ 
sem bly, 
A little light on his report show 
ed that officials expect state spend 
Ing in the two - year bookeeping 
period ending next June 30 to ex­ 
ceed revenues collected. It also 
indicated th a t if the rate of spend­ 
ing continues through the 1958-59 
biennium , any so-called state sur­ 
plus will be insufficient to balance 
the budget. 
The rep o rt indicated th a t only 
"h a rsh econom ies” in existing pro­ 
gram s could avoid new taxes. 
But program s for public schools, 
public w elfare and state hospitals 
and prisons call for heavy addi­ 
tional expenditures. 
Those and other adm inistrative 
functions of state governm ent de­ 
pend on the general revenue fund 
for m oney. Only those functions 
financed by "earm ark ed ” funds 
•uch as highway and wildlife would 
escape difficulties. 
Incom e from the state’s 3 per 
cent sales tax ray s for nearly half 
of the functions financed out of the 
general fund. Sales tax revenues 
are expected to cover expenditures 
through mid . 1957 but not beyond. 
B ecause the trend of increasing 
costs 
is 
expected 
to 
continue 
through the current bookkeeping 
year, officiant expect no increase 
in a state treasury balance of some 
60 million dollars. That 
m eans, 
they said, th a t despite increased 
sales tax revenue, the balance will 
be about the sam e as it w as in 
June, 1955. 
M echem s report showed that if 
the contem plated rate of expendi­ 
tures continues into 1959, the en­ 
tire 
60 
m illions 
m ight 
not 
be 
enough to balance the next budget. 
T hat m eans, the report indicated, 
that expanded subsidies to schools 
and local governm ents or new or 
expanded sta te functions m ust de­ 
pend on new taxes or drastic cu r­ 
tailm ent of present program s.

in Columbus. Mechera 
said he 
came to the meeting to discuss 
the "state of the state’* but de­

areport prepared for him 
was so dark he would keep it in 
his pocket. He talked instead about 
legislative prospects for the Jan­ 
uary session of the General As- 
aemhly. 
A little light on his report show­ 
ed that officials expect state spend­ 
ing in the two - year bookeeping 
period ending next June 30 to ex­ 
ceed revenues collected. It also 
indicated that if the rate of spend­ 
ing continues through the 1958-59 
biennium, any so-called state sur­ 
plus will be insufficient to balance 
the budget. 
The report indicated that only 
**harsh economies’* in existing pro­ 
grams could avoid new taxes. 
But programs for public schools, 
public welfare and state hospitals 
and prisons call for heavy addi­ 
tional expenditures. 
Those and other administrative 
functions of state goveriiment de­ 
pend on the general revenue fund 
for money. Only those functions 
financed by "earmarked’’ funds 
auch as highway and wildlife would 
escape difficulties. 
Income from the state’s 3 per 
cent sales tax pays for jearly half 
of the functions financed out of the 
general fund. Sales tax revenues 
are expected to cover expenditures 
through mid . 1957 but not beyond. 
Because the trend of increasing 
costs 
is 
expected 
to 
continue 
through the current bookkeeping 
year, officials expect no increase 
in a state treasury balance of some 
60 million dollars. That means, 
they said, that despite increased 
sales tax revenue, the balance will 
be about the same as it was in 
June, 1955. 
Mechem’s report showed that if 
the contemplated rate of expendi­ 
tures continues into 1959, the en­ 
tire

millions 
might 
not be 
enough to balance the next budget. 
That means, the report indicated, 
that expanded subsidies to schwls 
and local governments or new or 
expanded state functions must de­ 
pend on new taxes or drastic cur­ 
tailment of present programs.
